THE RAILROAD CRISIS 


There is a real crisis in the railro ad in­ 
dustry . 
The essential facts underly ing the crisis 
are detailed as fo llo ws by the Asso ciatio n o f 
American Railro ads: “ During the last fo ur 
y ears, due to causes bey o nd the co ntro l o f 
the railro ads, the co st o f mo st supplies hav e 
adv anced; railro ad tax es hav e increased and 
wages hav e risen. 
During the same fo ur 
y ears, railro ad freight and passenger rates, 
as measured by the av erage rev enue receiv ­ 
ed. hav e go ne do wn, and to day the margin 
between inco me and o utgo has been squeezed 
so thin as to imperil the future o f the rail­ 
ro ads as self-suppo rting, tax -pay ing, effic­ 
ient and eco no mically o perated enterprises.” 
This is the co nditio n that has made neces­ 
sary the lines’ recent applicatio n to the in­ 
terstate co mmerce co mmissio n fo r permis­ 
sio n to raise rates in general by 15 per cent. 
There will be o ppo sitio n, the bulk o f it 
selfish and sho rt-sighted, to the railro ads' 
request fo r rate rev isio n. 
But the facts 
speak fo r themselv es. We regulate the rail­ 
ro ads in ev ery detail but o peratio n. 
We 
tax them heav ily . We co ntinually are fast­ 
ening new co sts upo n them by lav s’. Labo r 
has demanded and receiv ed mo re pay . 
Is 
it any wo nder that these things, plus the 
widespread price increases that hav e o c­ 
curred thro ugho ut the who le eco no mic struc­ 
ture in the last few y ears, hav e made it im- 
po ssible fo r the lines to o perate o n a so lv ent 
basis with rates the same as tho se prev ailing 
in 1932? 
In the w'o rds o f the American railro ads: 
“ As co sts hav e increased since May , 1933, 
in the amo unt o f $6 6 3,303,000 per y ear, the 
railro ads hav e no reco urse o ther than to 
submit to the ICC their applicatio n fo r an 
increase generally in their charge fo r bo th 
fraghi and passenger serv ice.”
